SAN FRANCISCO, July 2.—Framed after four days 
and nights of struggle with clashing interest and opinion 
the resolution committee’s draft of the platform was 
laid before the Democrat national convention today for 
adoption. Further conflict of the convention forum was 
forecasted as certain. Decisive in his efforts to force a 
“bone dry” declaration into the committee structure, 
William J. Bryan announced his purpose of renewing the 
bailie on the floor. He also had several amendments to 
committee planks to present to the convention, 'but did 
not disclose their purport. 
The committee platform is silent on prohibition enforcement. 
It is 
a long document. 
Effort to produce a brief emphatic statement of prin­ 
ciples having been balked from the outset, a wide range of subjects were 
treated, including agriculture, labor, soldier’s relief and a score more 
domestic questions. 
The preamble was brief and confined to a tribute 
to the leadership of President Wilson. 
» 
Foremost among the planks came the endorsement of the League of 
Nations and condemnation of the republican senate for having interposed 
“partisan envy and personal hatred in the way of the world’s peace.” 
The Irish plank, center of hours of committee disputes, was brief. 
The specific reference followed a general assertion reaffirming the prin­ 
ciple of national self determination as a war aim, which victory estab­ 
lished. 
The Armenian plank also expressed sympathy, but was silent on the 
question of acceptance by the United States of a mandate over that coun­ 
try, for which the president asked authority of congress. 
Among other international subjects touched upon was non-admission 
of Asiatic emiggrants, declared to be as a national policy, “a true ex­ 
pression of the judgment of our people.” 
The Mexican plank asserted that the administration, remembering 
in all circumstances that Mexico wTas an independent state, “had been 
unwilling to either profit by the misfortune of the people of Mexico, or 
to enfeeble their future by imposing from the outside a rule upon their 
temporarily distracted councils.” 
The new' Mexican government should 
be recognized when it has proved its ability to maintain order, signifies 
its willingness to meet international obligations and has given foreigners 
in Mexico rights as well as duties, the plank continued. 
Failure to enact reconstruction measures “through sheer political 
cowardice, 
also was charged against the republican congress, it having 
made no move, it was asserted, “toward a readjustment of tax laws, which 
it denounced before the last election and was afraid to revise bv the next 
election.”

put to work behind the counter of a 
crossroads store. After a time in that 
excellent preparatory school of life He , 
returned to his native state to 
college, and he graduated f - 
University of North Carolina. 


Becoming a country lawyer,- he was 


sent to the Tennessee legislature; mar-

MR. TAFT STIRS 


CHICAGO TO A 


VICE CRUSADE 


By tho Associated PresB 


CHICAGO, July 2—Fresh impetus 


was given the committee of fifteen's 
fight on commercial vice in Chi- 
cago by the recent address of for- 
mer President William Howard Taft 
at the committee's annual banquet. 


•No such trade can be carried on 


unless the owners of city property 
rent or lease it for the purpose," 
said Mr Taft. "The committee of 
fifteen 
have found out who the 


owners are of the property in the 
red light districts and have prose- 
cuted 'them, giving .them by notice 
an opportunity to stop this unlawful 
use of their property before taking 
legal proceedings. They have se- 
cured an admirable law, by which, 
when they ascertain that property is 
being thus unlawfully used, they 
can file a bill for an injunction 
against its further use and thus 
abate a nuisance, and compel the 
property to lie 'idle for a year. 


"The members of the committee 


are engaged in fighting an 
evil 


which is peculiarly tenacious in a 
great city where municipal politics 
come clo'se to the ground and in 
which vile corruption and blackmail 
too frequently play an Important 
part. It needs courage to fight the 
criminal purposes and facilities of 
the underworld, but the committee 
of 
fifteen 
and 
its superintendent 


have had the courage and shrewd- 
ness and common sense needed to 
win They have'so minimized com- 
mercialized vice In Chicago as great- 
ly to reduce its harmful and noxious 
results. They must keep at it, how- 
ever—eternal vigilance is the price 
of its victory." 
In presenting his annual report 


Supt. S. P. Thrasher said that since 
the injunction and abatement law 
went into effect in Illinois in July, 
1915, 
the committee had written 


988 informal notices. "Of that num- 
ber," 
he said, 
"807 
owners or 


agents have taken such action as 
to make it unnecessary to proceed 
further under the law. One hun- 
dred and eighty-one of them have 
been careless or defiant (I think in 
most cases it was carelessness ra- 
ther than defiance) and the sc;coi,d 


'or formal notice under the iniunct- 
ion law has been necessary. This 
law has proved so effective that 
only 16 injunctions have been ap- 
plied for and secured. In all but 
two of them the injunction has ac- 
comp.ished all that could be de- 
sired. These two have recently de- 
fied 'the law and require further at- 
tention by the committee. 


"We are having amicable and 


effective co-operation with owners 
and agents of property -which we 
find to be used for immoral pur- 
poses. During the year covered 'by 
this report, 86 per cent of owners 
and agents notified of the illegal 
use of their property have acted 
promptly to correct the conditions 
of which we complained." 


The committee of fifteen, was or- 


ganized in 1908 by 15 prominent 
'citizens to fight the white slave 
traffic in Chicago. Supt. Thrasher 
reports it has grown to include more 
than 500 citizens and had a direc- 
torate of 50. The executive com- 
mittee chosen from the directors re- 
tains a membership ot 15. 


Expenses are met by contribu- 


tions. At the meeting at which Mr. 
Taft apoke, Supt. Thrasher reports 
the committee was refinanced for 
the next five years.
